Chocolate Spice Cake 
One-half cup butter. One cup 


fourth teaspodn nutmeg. One and 
one-half cups flour. Two o©ggs. 
One and onehaif teaspoons bak- 
ing powder. One-half teaspoon 
cinnamon. Four teaspoons choco- 
late. Put spice in flour. Cream 
sugar and butter. Add yolks of 
eggs well beaten. Sift together 
flour, baking powder and spice and 
add to mixture alternately with 
milk and white of eggs, beaten 
stiff. 


Mocha Layer Cake or Torte 

Six eggs. Four ounces flour. 
Four ounces sugar. Four ounces 
melted butter. Put the eggs and 
sugar in a round bottomed bowl; 
place over a pot of hot water and 
heat until it is warm; then take 
the bowl off and beat the con- 
tents until cold. The eggs and 
sugar must be beaten until yery 
light. Add the flour, mix until 
light, then add the melted butter. 
Mix the butter in lightly. Pour 
into a round pan about ten inches 
in diameter and bake in a mod- 
erate oven about 25 minutes. 
When baked, take out and let 
cool; then cut into three layers 
and put Mocha Butter Cream fill 
ing between the layers. 
















Cinnamon Buns 

Seald a pint of milk; add a 
quarter pound of butter, two 
tablespoons of sugar and one yeast 
cake, dissolved; add two eggs, well 
beaten, and sufficient flour to 
make a soft dough. Knead light- 
ly; put aside in a warm place. 
When very light roll into a sheet; 
spread with butter and dust with 
sugar and then’ with currants. 
Cut into buns. Stand them in a 
greased pan, and when very light 
bake in a moderate oven three- 
quarters of an hour. 


Cream Biscuit 

Sift together one pint of pastry 
flour, three teaspoons of baking 
powder, and half a spoon of salt. 
Moisten with cream as fast as 
can be handled. Roll out on a 
board, cut in small biscuits and 
place in a pan, brushing over 
with melted butter or cream be 
fore baking. Have oven very hot, 
and bake ten or fifteen minutes, 
ac®rding to size. For milk bis- 
cuits use twe tabfespoons of cot- 
tolene to shorten. Mixture like’ 
this made softer and baked in 
gem pans gives an easy and satis- 
factory drop biscuit.

One pint flour. Two teaspoons 
baking powder. One-half teaspoon 
salt.

Scotty’s Angel 
Is Identified 


A. M. Johnson, Capitalist, of 
Chicago, Invests Vast Sum 
In Death Valley in Build- 
ing Home There 





Mystery that has shrouded the 
activities in Death Valley,| where 
Walter Scott, better known as 
Death Valley Scotty, one of the 
West’s most picturesque charac 
ters and reputed owner of a gold 
mine in that valley, was believed 
partially solved yesterday in the 
announcement that A. M. Johnson, 
insurance company president and 
capitalist of Chicago, had spent 
several thousand dollars for im- 
provements which include the 
buildings and other construction 
on Scotty’s ranch. 

Scotty is on another mysterious 
trip. This time, accompanied by 


the Chicago capitalist, the pair ar-| J 


rived yesterday in Winnemucca, 
Ney., a small town frequently vis- 
ited by the desert miner. His 
usual characteristics are reported 
and Scotty is again entertaining 
his old friends. in a lavish style. 

During the last two years John- 
son has spent close to $250,000 in 
buildings and other improvements 
on “Death Valley Scotty’s” ranch. 
A force of 30 workingmen are now 
busy laying out miniature lakes, 
gardens, an ice and an electric 
plant. : 

Neither Scotty nor Johnsor 
would comment on their plans.

The June report shows the Sun- 
day attendance to be slightly 
smaller than the May probably 
because so many people are on 
vacation.

long before things will be adjust- 
ed. Meanwhile the library will be 
glad of any books that the public 
is thru reading to help out until 
additional monies have been al- 
lowed by the city to take the place 
of the fund that Upland has been 
paying into the County for library 
service. The library year begins 
July first but tax year does not 
begin until January first. So for 
six months, funds will have to be 


carefully apportioned and care- 
fully spent, to carry thru. If the 
public is generous and _ broad- 


minded during this time, those in 
authority will greatly appreciate 
the effort. 

Remember that the whole state 
of California pays taxes towards 
the California State Library and 
that Upland can always request 
books from Sacraniento to supple- 
ment her own service. 

During the past month . 160 
ooks have been accessioned and 
which Mrs. Clapp cataloged. Thir- 
teen books were withdrawn, leav- 
ing 8083 on the shelves or in cir- 
culation. Forty-six new members 
registered and 95 withdrew.
